SOME KINDS OF PSYCHIC FOREKNOWLEDGE may involve 
no more than telepathy. Such, tor example, are arrival cases, where a 
person "going a journey'’ is seen or heard arriving at his destination 
when not yet there. Afterwards he arrives in person, having been ea- 
nounced, as it were, by his spectral double. In Norway, such a fore 
runner is apparently a well-known phenomenon and is called a Vardogr. 

Some arrival cases appear to be definitely psychic, but others may 
perhaps result from mere anticipation. As examples of foreknowledge 
they are on the low rungs of the ladder, and need not detain us. 

Another type of foreknowledge is illustrated by the following case 
reported by the Italian psychical researcher, Ernesto Bozzano, and 
summarized as here presented, by Charles Richet in Thirty Years of 
Psychical Research: 

“Giovanni de Figueroa, one of the most brilliant fencing masters of 
Palermo, had a most vivid dream and told his wife all tha: he had 
seen: a road white with dust, a large cultivated field, a rustic shed with 
a cart and harness; a peasant wearing dark-colored trousers and a black 
hat, who invites M. de Figueroa to come in. They enter a small stable 
full of mud and dung. At the other end of the stable some winding stone 
stairs. A mule tethered to a movable manger obstructs the passageway. 
M. de F. causes the mule to be pushed aside and mounts the stairs.’ At 
the top of the staircase is a room with a wooden tloor and bundles of 
maize, tomatoes, melons, and onions hanging trom the ceiling. In this 
room, two women, one old, the other young, also a little girl, whose fea- 
tures were clearly ‘seen and remembered. In the next room a double 


bed, very high off the ground, higher than M. de F. had ever seen. 


"M. de F. and his wife thought much over this very clear and in- 
tricate dream, but could find no meaning in it (August, 1910). 
"On the 12th of October of the same year M. de F. was asked to 


. assist a fellow-townsman in a duel. ; 


"They left, with the two seconds, in an automobile for Marano, a 
little place of whose very existence M. de F. did not know. As they were 
going through the country, M. de F. recognized the white road seen in 
his dream, and said to his companions, "I have seen this before, we 
shall come to a wooden house and shed." Then all the details of the 
dream were met with in reality —the peasant in dark trousers and black 
hat, the mule tethered to the manger that had to be displaced to allow 
them to reach the stairs, the upper room with the melons, onions, and 
maize, the three women, the high bed in the next room, etc. The sensation 
made on M. de F.'s mind was so strong that he says he completely for- 
got the duel about which he had come." . . 

The following is still another type of experience as retold by G. N. 
M. Tyrrell in his Personality of Man: ''On 24th May, 1930, Mr. E. G. 
Eames, a surgeon, was driving his car trom St. Albans to London. He 
was a fast driver, and was in a hurry to reach London,’ where he had 
several operations to perform. But a small car, driven in a leisurely 
manner, in front of him kept him back. There was nothing to prevent 
him from overtaking the car and passing it, as he would certainly have 
done on any other occasion; nor was there reason for ‘any apprehension 
about the car, which was being driven soberly and well. ‘But on this oc- 
casion,' he says, ‘I absclutely could not pass. Some exceedingly strong 
something insinuated int» my subconscious brain that an accident was 
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going to occur. It was definitely a force quite apart from, shall I ‘say, 
earthly impressions.’ A lorry was proceeding justinfront of the cat “which 
Mr. Hames was following, when suddenly, a stationary car opened its 
door and blocked the way for the lorry, causing it to stop abruptly: The 
small car following the lorry crashed into Jit, and two of its occupants, 
a child and his mother, were badly cut. Mr. Eames, by being on the spot, 
was able to attend to the injuries of the mother and child and to take 
them in his own car to a nearby hospital. 

‘Mr. Eames adds at the end of his narrative: ‘This is the third time 
in my life that I have felt these strong compelling forces or influences 
warning me of danger, and always I have been afterwards very deeply 
grateful that I have been forewarned.’ "' 

The ''second sight'’ of the Scottish Highlands and the Isle of Skye 
has produced many a tale of verified prevision. Andrew Lang presents 
some cases reported in 1897 in the /ournad of the Caledonian Medical 
Society by Dr. Alastair Macgregor, ‘on the authority of the MSS. of 
his father, a minister in the island. of Skye.'' One of these cases, as told 
by the son, is reproduced below together with introductory remarks that 
show how the elder Macgregor came to make his studies: 

“The parishioners in Skye were evidently largely imbued with the 
Romanist-like belief in the powers of intercession vested in their clergy- 
man; so when they had a ‘warning’ or ‘vision’ they usually consulted 
my father as to what they could do to prevent the coming disaster be 
falling their relatives or friends. In this way my father had the oppor- 
tunity of noting down the minutiae of the ‘warning’ or ‘vision’ directly 
it was told him. Having had the advantage of a medical, previous to his 
theological, training, he was able to note down sound facts, unembellish- 
ed by super-added imagination. Entering into this method of casetaking 
with a mind perfectly open, except for a slight touch of skepticism, he 
was greatly surprised to discover how very frequently realizations occur- 
red exactly in conformance with the minutiae of the vision as detailed in 
his notebook. Finally, he was compelled to discard his skepticism, and to 
admit that some ‘people had undoubtedly the uncanny gift. Almost the 
first case he took (Case X.) was that of a woman who had one day a 
vision of her son falling over a high rock at Uig, in Skye, with a sheep 
or lamb. 

"Case X.—She heard her son exclaim in Gaelic, 'This is a fatal 
lamb for me. As her son lived several miles from Uig, and was a 
fisherman, realization seemed to my father very unlikely, but one month 
afterwards the realization occurred only too true. Unknownto his mother, 
who had warned him against having anything to do with sheep or 
lambs, the son one day, instead of going out in his boat, thought he 
would take a holiday inland, and went off to Uig, where a farmer en- 
listed his services in separating some lambs from the ewes. One of the 
lambs ran away, and the fisher lad ran headlong after it, and not look- 
ing where he was going, on catching the lamb was pulled by it to the 
edge of one of the very picturesque but exceedingly dangerous rocks at 
Uig. Too late realizing his critical position, he exclaimed. 'This is a 
fatal lamb for me,’ but going with such an impetus he was unable to 
bring himself up in time, and along with the lamb, fell over into the 
ravine below, and was of course, killed on the spot. The farmer, when 
he saw the lad's ganger, ran to his assistance, but was only in time to 
hear him cry out in Gaelic before disappearing over the brink of the 
precipice. . .''(1) 


~ 
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Another curious case of prevision far into the future came under the 
observation of the famous Dr. Liebeault of Nancy, France. Charles. Richet 
tells the. story. in brief, as follows: ''Liebeault also gives the following 
often-quoted - fact: In 1879 a somnambulist predicted to. M. L. that he 
would lose his father after a year; that .he would be a solider, would 
marry. and have two children; and that he would die at twenty-six. All 
this was exactly fulfilled, only the death prophecy was, lett. Then as the 
approach of the twenty-sixth birthday threw [. into a-state of melancholy 
hypochondria, Liebeault prescribed a counter-sitting and prediction ar- 
ranged beforehand, which completely reassured L. ‘But,’ says Liebeault, 
no man can escape his destiny,’ and L. died at twenty-six.'' (2) Where 
the death prediction is known. to the person on the receiving end, it is 
sometimes suspected of bringing about its own fulfillment. However, even 
Frank Podmore thought that that could hardly be the case here, as the 
death was from peritonitis. 

Although Richet says this prediction 'was:‘made by a somnambulis, 
Liebeault in his own account (as. quoted by Flammarion), (3) attributes 
it to a professional palmist. No doubt most of the professionals who 
deal in the future are fraudulent, but this one seems to have had some. 
thing on the ball. In view of all the apparent foreknowledge displayed 
in spontaneous cases, there is real reason to believe that some of these 
fortune tellers can foresee the future. Dr. Eugene. Osty, whose work was 
with psychic sensitives (whom he calls ''metagnomes'') wrote as follows: 
Twelve years of personal experiment with many metagnomic percipients 
and-a considerable number of persons have given me absolute certainty 
that there are human beings who can fortell the future of other*persons. 
I say the future in general, which I have not verified personally. I am 
certain of this just as 1 am certain of what we call the earth, the sun, the 
stars, minerals, vegetables, and animals. It is a fact verifiable by ex- 
periment...‘ (4) : 

Dr.- Walter F. Prince, the noted psychical researcher, had a dream 
(in 1902) of a train wreck that was suffictently vivid and detailed to ‘be: 
good evidence. He told it to his wife in the morning, and later in the day 
learned of a wreck in striking correspondence with his dream — the wreck 
having occurred from four to six hours after the dream. Escaping steam 
which scalded passengers pinned under the wreckage increased the death 
toll. This was a prominent featureboth ofthe dream and the real incident, 
as was also the fact that the wreck occurred at the entrance to a tunnel. 
Dr. Prince had also correctly seen the cause of the wreck— one train 
plowing into the rear end of another. Unfortunately this dream occurred 
before Dr. Prince became interested in psychical research, so he did not 
write it out -until seven years later. His memory seems to have been 
good, however, for when he later checked against the newspaper notices 
he found they confirmed his recollection of the details. His wife wrote in 
contirmation of his story, which appeared: in 1923 in the Journal of 
the A.S.P.R. 

Of peculiar interest are the cases, several of which have been reported, 
in which foreknowledge of an impending calamity enablesit to be averted. 
Frederic Myers included in his Human Personality an S.P.R. case of this 
kind experienced by a lady known to him, but who is identified simply 
as Lady Z. She wrote that a few years previous she had planned a trip 
to Woolwich on the following day. That night she had a "painfully vivid 
dream in vision of the brougham turning up one of the streets north of 


Piccadilly; and then of myself standing on the pavement and holding 
my child, our old coachman falling on his head on the road, — his hat 
smashed in.'' Next morning, however, she set out, and, as she says, ‘‘all 
went well until we reached Piccadilly on the return journey. Then I saw 
that other coachmen were looking at us, and looking through the glass 
front of the brogham I saw the coachman was leaning back in his seat, 
as though the horse were pulling violently, of which, however, I felt no 
sign. We turned up Down Street. He retained his attitude. My dream 
flashed back upon me. I called to him to stop, jumped out, caught hold 
of my-child, and called to a policeman to catch the coachman. Just as 
he did so the coachman swayed and fell off the box. If I had been in the 
least lessprompt, he would have fallen just as I saw him in my dream. I 
found. afterwards that the poor man had been suffering from a serious 
attack of diarrhoea on the previous day, and had gradually fainted from 
exhaustion during the drive home." She adds, ''In my dream the coach- 
man actually fell on his head; the crushing of his hat on the road being 
the most vivid point of the dream." 

A business-like intormant:once delighted Edmund Gurney by referring 
to something as happening '‘as per presentiment.'' In the above case, the 
coachman's fall did not happen as per presentiment, but apparently this 
was only because of the steps taken to prevent it. One can either regard 
this as evidence that. events are not all predetermined, or can simply 
assume that the dream took the form that it did merely as a warning to 
take action. 

There have been many cases where definite warnings were given which 
were apparently psychic, some of which were acted upon and some of 
which were not. In most instances, the person receiving the presentiment 
could participate or not, as he chose. 

In many of, these cases, chance might be a sufficient explanation 
were it not for the compelling force of the premonition, and the absolute 
sense of impending doom that it gives to an otherwise normal person. 
In an old case reported in 1897 in the Journal of the S.P.R., a little 
girl had gone for.a short walk to visit the railway garden, a "narrow 
strip of ground between the seawall and the railway embankment, which 
was closed by a gate at either end." The mother says, ''A few minutes 
after her departure I distinctly heard a voice, at it were, within me, say, 
‘Send for her back or something dreadful will happen to her. At the 
same moment I was seized with violent trembling, and a feeling of great 
terror took possession of me.'' She persuaded a reluctant servant, who" 
thought it all foolishness, to go after the girl. Meanwhile the mother says 
that ''the terror which so unaccountably possessed me seemed to increase, 
and I feared that I should never see my child again alive."' The child, 
upon her return, wanted to know if she had to stay in the house. The 
mother said she could go anywhere except where she had first intended 
going. For, she continues, ''I distinctly felt that there was still danger 
in the place from which I had recalled her . . . No sooner had she 
quitted the house than all anxiety on her account passed away. I thought 
no more about it, nor reflected on what might have been a ‘foolish panic; 
it vanished from my mind like a dream. . ." 

The same afternoon, an engine and tender ran off the rails, killing 
three of the crew, and falling in the spot where the little girl had intended 
sitting. The story. was told eighteen years after the event. It is impossible 
to say whether all the details are correct, but the strange terror felt by 
the mother appears to have been very real.
